In  Gal.  5:1,  we  have  these  words:  “Stand 
fast,  therefore,  in  the  liberty  wherewith 
Christ  hath  made  us  free,  and  be  not  en- 
tangled again  with  the  yoke  of  bondage.” 
This  means  that  the  people  to  whom  Paul 
was  writing  were  in  a state  of  bondage  be- 
fore they  had  received  their  freedom.  Man 
cannot  be  free  and  in  a state  of  bondage  at 
the  same  time.  In  John  8 :34  to  44,  the  Lord 
Jesus  Himself  says,  “Verily,  verily,  I say 
unto  you,  everty  one  that  commiteth  sin  is 
the  bondservant  of  sin,  and  the  bondservant 
abideth  not  in  the  house  forever;  the  son 
ahideth  forever.  If,  therefore,  the  son 
shall  make  you  free,  ye  shall  be  free  in- 
deed.
